Pasture Management 

Much. of our pasture land does 
not give the returns that it 
could. The main reason for this 
is overgrazing. Most ‘farmers 
could get 50 percent more -re- 
turns out of their pasture if they. 
‘rotational grazing. 
Never let the grass get eaten 
down too close and it comes ‘back 
much faster. Watering facilities 
can make this practice hard to 
tarry out but it should be worth 
some expense and effort to get 
the extra pasture capacity. One 
acre of seeded: pasture is worth 
three to four acres of the type 
of native pasture most common. 
in this area.

“Behold The Shining Mountains” 


(A book review by 
Allen Ronaghan) 


1955 is Jubilee Year in Al- 
berta ‘and, Saskatehewan and 
celebrations of many kinds will 
mark the event. The people of 
the two provinces are finding 
themselves examining their 
provinces’ early days with re- 
newed interest. 


Mr. J. G. MacGregor, in his 
latest book, “Behold The Shining 
Mountains,” has performed a 
signal service in bringing to our 
attention the work of such an 
interesting but little-known man 
as Anthony Henday. 


How many of us ever dreamed 
that Alberta’s recorded history 
reached ‘back two hundred years 


to the winter of 1754-5? Many 


a schoolboy can recite the lines 
from The Deacon’s Masterpiece 
which tell about the time when 
‘“Braddock’s army was done so 
brown” in the wilds of Pennsyl- 
vania. Longfellow’s narrative 
poem, Evangeline, telling of the 
expulsion of the Acadians from 
Nova Scotia, has appeared in 


‘countless school readers. How 


many: know that before either 
of these events occurred in 1755, 
Anthony Henday, a Hudson’s 
Bay Co. employee, had entered 
what is now Alberta? He had 
crossed the Battle River not far 
from the site of the present high- 
way bridge, and had taken part, 
near Irma, in what is likely the 
first ‘horse trade in Alberta in- 
volving-a white man. He had 
met the Blackfeet somewhere 
east of Innisfail; and had seen 
whit the Indians called the 


Rockies. 


These are quite a aie set 
of “firsts!” 


south ” Edmonton and went 


down the Saskatchewan. River 
after break-up in ‘the spring 
without -having convinced the 
Blackfeet that they ought to 
trap for a living. The Blackfeet 
had‘ horses, lived in good buf- 
falo country, and generally felt 
that trapping was not suited to 
their way of life. 


Mr. MacGregor has_ read 
Henday’s journals and plotted 
his travels on a series of maps 
reproduced in the book. He also 
took the trouble to visit the 
areas touched by Henday. We 
cannot now see Alberta as Hen- | 
day saw it, but Mr. MacGregor 
helps us to imagine ‘how the| 
countryside.must have appeared | 
when elk, buffalo and grizzly 
bear roamed east central Al- 
berta. He also reminds us of 
many other features of the 
central Alberta landscape, and 
includes a number of references 
to Indian legends, Indian names, 
Metis settlements, and events 
which early white settlers will 
remember.

Gas Co pm 
Sales Increase 


Sales of natural gas ‘by North- 
western Utilities, Limited show- 
ed an increase of 29 per cent dur- 
ing 1954, according to F. A. 
Brownie, President, in his an- 
nual report to the shareholders. 

Gas sales last year exceeded 
33 billion cubic feet, placing 
‘Northwestern Utilities, Limited 
in the position that they distri- 
buted more gas ‘than any sim- 
ilar company in Canada. Reven- 
ue from the sale of gas was 
$8,421,377, an increase of nearly 
23 per cent. 

The largest increase in gas 
consumption was shown in in- 
dustrial sales, which were up 
53- per cent at over 11 billion 
cubic feet. Domestic sales stood 
at 12 billion cubic feet and com- 
mercial sales at 10 billion cubic 
feet. ; 

Mr. Brownie noted that cus- 
tomers of Northwestern Utilities, 
Limited had doubled in the past 
seven years and at the end of 
1954 totalled 60,354. The pop- 
ulation served is 253,000. 
Northwestern Utilities, Limited 
completed a $3,667,000 capital 
construction ._ program during 
1954 which included pipelines 
‘to the Bonnie Glen-Wizard Lake 
and Acheson Fields for addition- 
al gas supplies. Mr. Brownie 
said’ that while the Viking-Kin- 
‘sella Field remains the -Com- 
pany’s main source. of. supply, 
67 per cent of the 1954 require- 
ments, the percentage of oilfield 
gas continues to increase. The 
Company is playing a major role 
in marketing this. gas, which, is 
a by-product of oil production, 
thus making a contribution to 
the conservation of Provincial 
- jmesources.

A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 for 
the purpose of Prohibiting the Burning of Stubble. 


WHEREAS: 


On the advice and recommendation from a_ regular 
meeting of the Wainwright Agricultural Service Board held 
on the 24th day of July, 1950, that it is in the interests of the 
farmers of this District and sound farming practices tthat 
stubble should not ‘be burned. 


AND WHEREAS: 


Under the Provisions of Section 224 of the Municipal 
Districts Act being Chapter 151 of the Revised Statutes of 
Alberta with Amendments, it shall be lawful for the Coun- 
cil of the Municipal District 'to pass a Bylaw for tthe purpose 
of preventing prairie or running fires and to make provi- 
sions for the enforcement of ‘the ae Act.” 


THEREFORE: 


Be it enacted that no person or persons shail wilfully 
burn stubble on any lands within the boundaries of the 
Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 at any time unless 
a Fire Permit under the authority of the Forests Act being
